Edward A. Bickford, a section han.l 


on the Boston and Maine railroad, fell 
under tho wheels of freight No. 2-15, 
Sundty afternoon, »t Seabrook, receiv- 
ing .injuries that will probably prove 
fatal. 


The freight train in charge of Conduc- 


tor Hilton was just pulling out of the 
depot at that pluce when Bickl'ord at- 
temped to get on to the caboose. 


It is not known how the accident oc- 


curred but he must have missed his 
hold and Ml under the car, the wheels 
passing over his left arm. 


The conductor saw him fail and sig- 


naled the iraia to stop. As soon as they 
could the train men ran to him and 
found that his arm was horribly man- 
gled. 


An effort was made to find a physician 


in Sealnook but being unsuccessful he 
was put aboard the freight and brought 
to this city. 
Word was telegraphed 


ahead and Dr. Towlo was at the depot 
to meet him. 


On his arrival here he was taken to the 


Cottage hospital at once. He was very 
weak from loss of blood which will tell 
greatly against his chances of recovery. 
Upon examination Dr. Towle found it 
necessary to amputate the arm at tho 
shoulder. 
He was alive at midnight 


but very low on account of loss of blood. 
Bickford in a married man thirty-two 
years of ugc and has a wife and four 
children living iu Seabrook.

Fred Shannon, son of Superintendent 


of the City Farm John W. Shannon, 
met with a very serious accident at that 
ustitution on Saturday. He was riding 
on top of a load of hay when ha lust his 
'ooting and fell off, the wheels passing 
over his chest. He was picked up suf 
[eriug intense pain and carried to the 
bouse where a physician was summoned 
at once. Dr. Towle responded and 
dressed bis injuries. It is not known 
yet just bow bad he is hurt but it is 
hoped that nothing serious will result 
from the unfortunate accident, Mr 
Shannon is a popular young man and 
has boats of friends who will wish him 
a speedy recovery. 


Colonel Forney reports a quiet Sun- 


day at Camp Long, and Medical Inspec- 
tor Persons states that the health of the 
prisoners continues to improve. The 
particularly bad cases are now receiving 
the best possible attentian and care, 
and while more deaths are expected 
there is a feeling that the worst is now 
over. 


All the prisouers attended divine ser- 


vices in the morning, and the camp was 
ijuiet all day. 


The sailor placed in irons on Friday 


morning has not yet been released. 
He 


was sulky and Colonel Forney decided 
to mate an example of him. 


Three more deaths occurred among 


the Spauish prisoners at camp Long on 
Seavny's island last night, and the 
bodies were buried this morning at 10 
with the usual ceremonies. 


There are still a number of the pris- 


oners at the hospital who are very sick, 
with but slight chances of recovery. 
The improvement, however, that has 
taken place among the sick at the hospi- 
tal and in camp Long during the past 
21 hours is very marked, and both Mi di- 
cal Director Persons and Surgeon Mor- 
ris think that the worst is ove r and ex- 
poet but a few more deaths. 


At cawp Long Sunday the two Span- 


ish priests celebrated mass in the new 
pavilion which was completed 
last 


night. 


The new building is 200 by 75 feet, 


and in the largest building iuside of the 
stockade. It is to be used as a mess 
hall and a place of recreation for the 
prisoners. Eighteen tables and double 
that number of benches extend the en- 
tiie length of the building. 


A visit to Col. Forney's quarters found 


the commanding officer busily engaged 
in inspecting tho prisoner's barracks 
and the grounds iu general The pris- 
oners during tho inspection are obliged 
to stand by their cot and belongings 
until the inspection ia entirely over 
with, which takes an hour. Immediate- 
ly upon tho souud of the bugle signal 
of inspection over, they rush out of 
doors, 1700 of thein, like bees irom a 
swarm, some running one way, otheis 
another. A majority havo found a new 
pabtime in fishing, they having found a 
ciudi'strip of wood to \\hicha lino is 
fastened with an improvised hook. 


Tho first jar betwoou a uiariuo and a 


prisoner canie Friday afternoon, when 
through an interpreter, a prisoner of 
the Colon's crc.w was ordered to do po- 
lice dutj ; this he refused to do. and not 
ouly insulted the Spanish petit ollicer, 
but the corporal 
marine. 
He was 


knocked dosyu by the marine and by 
orders placed in double irons, there to 
remain ton days upon, full rations in a 
tent outside the stockade with a guard 
continuously over him. It is said this 
morning that a greater portion of the 
Christobal Colon's crew were convicts 
taken from the Canary islands and that 
they were a mean set. 


An interesting 
narrative told the 


Herald man today was of a prisoner who 
says he is 58 years old, that just before 
tho war broke out aud Spaniards were 
called in to fight, he paid a bounty of 
8600 for tho release of his two sons. 
This was given, but he was taken in 
stead and forced to go to the front and 
fight for his country. 
His hair is gray 


and his face wrinkled 
Ho is the old- 


est man in camp. 


Another interesting story told is of a 


prisoner whose name is Hawrie. He 
says ho has a daughter on the vaude- 
ville stage in New York city, that his 
wife was an American by the name of 
Martin, that his son is a member ot the 
Sixty-second Jvow York regiment.

unloading the poods. This is but one 
incident. 


When the U. S. S, Frolic left the 


navy yard Saturday 
afternoon

passed Seavey's island, the prisoners 
got a good sight of the vessel. All the 
men watched her earnestly as she 
passed the stockade. 


When directly opposite the island 


one of the prisoners shouted "Viva los 
Americanos." This was followed by the 
others cheering wildly "Bravo Bravo, 
Americanos." 


Tho Frolic responded by blowing her 


whistle three times, 
the crew also 


cheering tho men on shore, the latter 
crowding dowu to the dead line close 
to the shore. 


CODFISH NOW PLENTY 


Tlio FincMt may ]\o\v b« Found All 


Aloiijf the New ICuif (ami Coast 


The coast is alive now with the finest 


codfish. Hertofore, cod were supposed 
to inhabit only the deeper waters of the 
Grand Banks of Newfoundland. Fish 
experts' ideas on this point, however,' 
seem to bo knocked out of joint by the 
experience of a certain skipper, who 
claims these fish may be caught by any 
vessel with the proper apparatus all the 
way from Capo Henry to Cape Farewell. 
Capt. Wiley of the schooner Carrie A. 
Xortoii, from the Keunebec river fur 
Philadelphia, caught 33 of, these fine 
lish oll'Thatcher's island, within sight 
of the Massachueetis mainland. One of 
the fish weighed 18 pounds. 
As the 


vessel was loaded with a cargo of ice, 
they were stowed below and were land- 
ed as fresh as the day they were drag- 
ged on the vessel's deck. A line many 
fathoms long was used to bring tho fish 
from their deep sea home. "The reason 
why cod have not bepa caught before in 
these waters," says Capt. Wiley, -'is be 
cause fishermen have been following er- 
roneous theories about this species of 
fish, and the fish have not been caught 
near 
our 
homes 
because nobody 


thought of looking for them.
